DEATH INQUIRY 
VERDICT ~ 


An inquiry into the death of a 
Chinese woman carth coolie was 
opened at the Central Magistracy 
yesterday afternoon. Mr. S. F. Bal- 
four sat as Coroner and was as- 
sisted by a jury comprising Messrs. 
A, G. Dalziel (foreman), Meler Hans 
and Tong Tak-sik. : 

The deceased, Leung Tai, 50, dicd 
on August 2, when a large quantity 
of sand fell on her while she was 
in n matshed on the Queen Mary 
| Hospital site. Heavy rain cused 
the’ landslide. 

Inspector M. H, Hourlhon and 
Detective-Sergeant Riddell were pre- 
sent for the :Police. 

Dr. R! S. Begble, medical oMcer 
of the Victoria Mortuary, said that 
on August 3 at 9.30 am. he examin- 
td deceased's body and found a 
small quantity af earth round her 
mouth and nostrils, Her face and 
lips were blue. There: were brulscs 
and .superficiak abrasions on .the 
right and left cheeks and forehead, 
bruise behind the outer cnd of the 
right collar bone, and also brulses 
in front and on the left side of the 
abdomen. There were cuts on both 
thighs, calves and ankles, Ue added 
that death was caused: by asphyxia 
und shock, ' 

Mr, R. F. Shaw, executive’ cn- 
itineer of the Public Works Depart- 
ment, .certified’ a plan showing the 
position of the matshed before the 
collapse. Be 

Au Ho, daughter of the decensed 
sold that on August 2, her mother, 
who was about to commence the 
worl. of rock breaking at the Queen 
Mary Hospital site, [eft her and 
went to the store matshed, She did 
not see her mother again, until she 
heard the shed collapsing: and hur- 
ried there to sce her mother buricd 
under the debris. With the aid of 
other coolics, her mother was taken 
out and found to have died. : 

Cheung Cham, foreman of the coo- 
lies’ working at the site, said that 
he was told of the accident by his 
fokis, and with their help removed 
the body from the wood and sand 
which was on top of her. hs 
_Leung Chee, coolie, said 
was coming out of the 
when ‘he saw deceased. He 
warned her not to go in, -as 
“a quantity of mud) which was on 
an ledge directly above ‘the shed 
seemed to be in a precarious posi- 
tion. She did not heed his warning 
and went in. After’ walking: about 
20° fect from the hut, he heard a 
rumbling sound, turned, and saw 
that the shed had collapsed owing 
to the mud above falling on it, He 
tushed’ to the scene, and with the 
hel of many workmen extricated the 
body of the deceased. :

As a resnlt many of these 
mothers are suffering from beri- 
beri, a disease largely due, it 33 
stated, to the exclusive use of 
cheap, polished rice. 

These disclosures were made 
at the -monthly mecting of the

housewife once the system becomes; 


Executive Committee ‘of the 
Society, held this week, over 
which the Hon. Dr. R: H. Kote- 
wall presided, * 

Ino an endeavour to egpe with 
the increase in malnutrition and 
consequent danger of beri-beri, 
the-Sccicty—is_supplying_soup_con~ 
taining the vital Vitamin F miss- 
ing from the rice dict used by the 
poorer class Chinese. 

Few of the cases dealt with by 
the Society con afford to ent any- 
wthing but rice. 

The average income per head of 
the cases dealt with during August 
was $1.71 per month! This com- 
pares with oan average income 
ber head per month of $1.59 Jn 
July. 


The report for: August shows that 
during the month, 133 new cases 
were dealt with by the Socicty, in- 
volving 355 children. At the end 
of the month there. were 053 cases 
under supervision. 

Of the new cuses, 116 had ori- 
inated from members of the 
public: Elghty-elght © were of 
poverty and disease, 

It was further disclosed that in 
100 of the cases, the only accom~ 
modation was a bed space. The 
Soclety supplicd milk or other food 
in 95° of the cases, whilst. medical 
attention was given in 27. cases, 

During’ August, 605 visits were 
paid by thes Society's inspectors 
to homes, and no fewer than 3,256 
persons thad enlied at the, Socicty’s 


offices, ; 
DEFICIT LIKELY 

The’ financial statement of. the 
Society showed that there ‘was an 
excess' of expenditure over income 
during August of $893.61, and it 
was stated that there was likely to 
be a small deficit at the end of the 
finonetal year, . 

It was stated that the scale of 
relief during the coming year would 
most Hkely have to be increased, 
duc to the appalling poverty pre- 
valent in the Colony. 

The Committee devoted lengthy 
consideration to the case of two 
brothers, the younger of whom Is 
‘blind, deaf and) dumb,’ who had 
been begging in the streets.. 

It was explained ‘that the ‘case 
came under’ the Society's notice. as 
the result of a member of the 
public writing. to the South.
